WASHINGTON. - (/]', - President 


Roosevelt asked congress Thursday 
for mi immediate appropriation of 250 
million dollars to meet relief needs 
during the next 
four and a half 


months. 


"Funds ;iv;iil;ible at this time," the 


president 
wrote Speaker Bankhead, 


"will out only take care of the addi- 
tional burden caused by the recent in- 
crease in unemployment but will re- 
quire a sharp reduction in the near 
future in the number on WPA rolls." 


WPA officials, anticipating the pres- 


ident's request, said most of the money 
would be used in industrial centers. 


Tne senate Thursday, amid predic- 


tions of passage "before 
nightfall," 


took up the administration's farm bill, 
which was passed Wednesday by the 
house. 


In so doing, the senate laid aside, 


for the time being at least, the anti- 
lynching bill afiainst which Southern 
senators have filibustered since the 
session started in January.

,','ecretary of Commerce Roix'r told 


reporters that in about a week a plan 
would be announced for lending gov- 
ernment funds to Mich businesses, and 
for 
government insurance of loans 


gnmled to them hy (he banks. 


Chairman .Jesse 11. Jones of the Re- 


conMruclion Finance Corporation and 
others in the administration arc mak- 
ing a survey of the situation. Roper 
said, and will formulate the recom- 
mendations. 


"The loan question appeared to be 


foremost in the small business men's 
minds," he said.

little business men said that 


while in most cases Ihey were able 
to get !)0-day loans, what they needed 
was long term funds. When money is 
used to expand a business a consider- 
able period must .sometimes elapse 
before it can be repaid from profits,

"It is important that pedestrians ac- 


quaint themselves with their rights and 
duties just as much so as it i.s the re- 
.•poii.'ibiljly of Ihe motorisl," declared 
11. D. Booth, Traffic Supervisor for 
Ihe Highway Commission yesterday. 
"Dedeslrians have certain definite re- 
: possibilities clearly defied by law, 
and they also have certain definite 
rights, likewise clearly set forth, which 
the motorisl must know and recognize. 
Intelligent applications of this know- 
ledge should go far toward avoiding 
accidents among pedestrians," declared 
Mr. Hoolh. 


Pedestrians are required to observe 


tridfie Mgnals. The Arkansas uniform 
traffic law declares that it i.s unluw- 
lul for pedestrians to jay-walk, to 
cms cgam.st red light.*, or to cross a 
street in the middle of the block be- 
tween 
intersections protected 
with 


t r a f f i c control signals, except al plain- 
ly marked cross walks. Pedestrians' 
observance of traffic lights i.s fairly 
good in Little Rock and other large 
titles of Arkansas, but a number of 
the smaller towns have seen fit to in- 
Mall traffic lights which pedestrians 
generally disregard. "Safety experts," 
declared Mr. Boot);, "generally agree 
thai if pedestrians do not need to ob- 
;erve traffic signals, then the signal 
i.s probably not required for proper 
handling of vehicular traffic." 


Pedestrians are required 
to walk 


upon the left side of highways, and 
upon the left side of streets without 
sidewalks, so thai they can face on- 
coming traffic and thus can get out of 
ll;e 
way of vehicles which are ap- 


proaching. This is particularly import- 
ant at night, since a person wearing 
iliirk clothing cannot be seen under 


j.siilt of their own carelessness or 


•> 
^

the headlights of a car at any ap- 
preciable distance. 


Where traffic control signals are not 


in place or operation, pedestrians have 
Ihe right-of-way when crossing with- 
in marked cross walks and al inter- 
sections. Motorists in many instances 
are slow to recogni/.e Ibis right-of-way 
of Ihe pedestrian, and in many eases 
the pedestrian tries to claim his right- 
of-way, with fatal results. Pedestrians 
may cross a street or roadway al points 
between intersections, but Ihey have 
no right-of-way when so doing and 
must yield the right-of-way to all 
vehicles upon the roadway. 
It. of 


course, i.s recogni/ed as an unsafe prac- 
tice lo cross any place except at an 
intersection or a marked cross walk 
because motorists are more or less 
looking for pedestrians at these points 
but not along other sections of the 
street. 


Many motorists .seem to fnrgcl Iheir 


limitations as pedestrians and do not 
take into account the time required 
for a pedestrian to respond lo a sig- 
nal to get oul of Ihe way, particularly 
with respect to little children and lo 
older people. On the other hand, pe- 
destrians forgel Ihe limitations under 
which a motor vehcile must operate 
and sometimes expect cars to slop or 
slow down in a short distance when il 
is physically impossible for 
I hem to 


do so. "More attention and alertness 
on the part of both molorisls and pe- 
deslrian.s, together with a litlle more 
con.Mderation for the 
limitations of 


each other, would help to eliminate a 
large part of the heavy pedestrian toll 
on our streets and highways." declared 
Mr. Hooth.

WASHINGTON.—(/P)—A peace ad-' 


vocate told the house naval committee 
Thursday that President Roosevelt 
embarked in his Chicago speech'laS 
fall on a "policy of threat and bluff 
which can end only In humiliation or 
war." 


Frederick J. Libby, executive secre- 


tary of the National Council for the 
Prevention o£ War, made this asser- 
tion while opposing the proposed 800- 
million-dollar naval expansion pro- 
gram as "a definite step on the road 
to war." 


Retirement Pay to 
Increase This Year 


$56,000, Due Workers in 


1937, Probably Double 


That in 1938 


Wage earners of Arkansas may still 


have approximately $56,000 coming to 
them as a result of the old-age insur- 
ance provisions of the Social Security 
Act, and will have more than twice 
that amount coming to them in 1938, 
John H. Cooler, field manager report- 
ed Thursday. 


Of an estimated 2,510 eligibles in 


Arkansas in 1937 only 212 have claimed 
benefits. Claims paid or forwarded in 
1937 
totaled about ?5,000 and as much 


as 556,000 may still be outstanding. 


That wage earners (or survivors) 


are now wide awake to their rights 
under the Act is evidenced by the 
fact that for the first three weeks of 
January, 156 claims have been for- 
warded to Washington from Arkansas 
as compared to 212 for the entire year 
of 1937. 


"Nearly 2,500 claims annually should 


arise 
in 
Arkansas 
according 
to 


actuarial estimates," Cooler stated. 


He explained that these claims con- 


cern wage earners only and are not 
related to old-age assistance, or so 
called "pensions." They arc not re- 
lief. They 
represent 
amounts due 


workers or their survivors as a mat- 
ter of right. Those affected arc wage 
earners in occupations covered by the

TOKYO', Japan.-(/P)—Premier Prince 


Fumimaro Konoye and Navy Minis- 
ter Admiral Mitsumasa Yonai confer- 
red Thursday night on Japan's reply 
to the requests of the United States, 
Great Britain and France for informa- 
tion on Japan's battleship plans, which 
Tokyo newspapers said would be re- 
fused. 


An official Navy spokesman, how- 


ever, declared "if in the future a naval 
conference is called to discuss quan- 
titative limitation as of first import- 
ance, it is likely Japan will join." 


He expressed the belief Japan would 


participate in a formal effort to pre- 
vent a world naval building race.

Inasmuch as an abrasion 
the breaking of the continuity of the 
skin, it affords opportunity for the 
entrance of germs into the body. 


There are cases in which doctors 


or surgeons have been seriously in- 
fected, or have died in two or three 
days as Ihe result of a virulent infec- 
tion sustained in this manner. 


Germs which cause infection are us- 


ually the pus-forming germs like the 
Etaphylococcl or the streptococci. The 
staphylococci form much thicker ma- 
terial than do the streptococci, but a 
serious streptococci infection spreads 
much more rapidly, and may prompl- 
ly invade the blood stream. 


Most dangerous of all gerrns that 


can get into an open wound, however. 
is that of lockjaw. This is particularly 
hazardous when the wound is con- 
taminated wilh dirt or material from 
clothing. 


The safest rule with any abrasion is 


to clean it thoroughly at once, then to 
put on the antiseptic, such as lincture 
uf iodine, or some of the other well 
recognized anliseptics, and then cover 
with sterile gauze so other infeclious 
material may not enter. This is us- 
ually quite sufficient as firsl-aid for 
the ordinary breaking of the skin.
